AUTO DEATH RATE 
NEARS RECORD YEAR, 


CHICAGO, April 30 (AP)-—The 
nation’s automobile deaths this 
year may come close to the record 
set in 1941 if the present trend 
National Safety

Highway fatalities rose 4 per 
cent during the first three months 
of 1953, numbering 8310 victims

TRAVIS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. April 30 (AP) — Twelve 
American fighting men who may 
never fight again sped to their 
homes in the far corners of the 
United States today. 

They are the vanguard of the 
first 35 repatriated prisoners of 
war to re their homeland from 
Korea — a strange far-off land 
they never can forget. 

More will fly out of this air 
base later today and tomorrow. 
Even as they ‘start the iast iap 
of the long journey home, others 
will be borne y across the 
Pacific in giant C-97  strato- 
cruisers. 

All are seeking refuge from an 
ordeal that began long dreary 
days ago when they were cap- 
tured. 


Home is the warrior, but he 
does not feel at home. That will 
come later when the sharp etching 
of bitter memories fades and the 
world leaves him alone to pick 
up the threads as best he can. 

For a few, that day is far off. 
They are not going home. They 
are going to hospitals where doc” 
tors will try to mend their shat- 
tered bodies and broken minds. 

The 35 men who arrived yester- 
day were happy -—— but they cring- 
ed from the welcome that awaited 
them. Before they left the plane 
they sent out the word —. “We 
don’t want to talk to any report- 
ers. We have talked enough al- 


Little emotion showed on their | 
faces. Strain was there, and pain, | 
znd the lines carved deep by war 
and captivity. 

White-jacketed medics then 
went aboard and brought out the 
nine litter patients. An amputee, | 
a man with tuberculosis, a soldier 
who could not bend his leg. 


The bus and the ambulance 
then moved across the base to the 
hospital. 

Reporters, cameramen, televi- | 
tion technicians, enthusiastic by- 
standers followed in droves. 

For nearly two hours the m2n 
were kept in seclusion. Navy, Air 
Force and Army doctors checked 
them over, pero who needed 
near es ... who could 
be released at once on 30-day 
leaves. 

The men ate two-inch steaks 
and talked to doctors and caught 
a welcome 40 winks. 


Later the lucky ones got their

His troops had captured the Negro 
leader, Toussaint L’Ouverture, and had sent him 
to die of the cold in the Chateau de Joux, high 
in the Jura. But Christophe and Dessalines 
were continuing the slaughter of Frenchmen on 
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Jefferson ever fully ‘accepted this doctritie. 
After all, he had said: “Our peculiar security is 
possession of a written Constitution. Let. us 


So the Louisiana Territory became part of the 
United States. The one reason for the purchase 
about which little was said was that it would pro- 
vide the opportunity for a growing nation to flow 
onto new farms, for Indian forts and trading 
posts along the western rivers to grow into cities 
like St. Louis, for steamboats and railroads to ply 
the rivers and cross the land which helps so 
much to build the sinews of a world power. 

And what of the money that was paid to 
Napoleon? He planned to use it for canals, but 
every last centime went into preparations for 
an invasion of England, an invasion which was 
never launched.

Robert Fred Allen, charged
